Southern Ablerta i s naturally adapt¬ 
ed to raising and finishing livestock 
for the market. But heretofore we 
have not made much use of the op¬ 
portunity. When prices were high 
everyone rushed into livestock; wuen 
prices were low they all rufCicd out 
again, selling off breeding stock 
bought at high prices. There has 
been no permanency in the livestock 
industry. Now, however, this i3 giv¬ 
ing way to a feeling that livesocl: is 
a part of good farming on both dry 
and irrigated farms This much hav¬ 
ing been established, the question of 
marketing comes to the front and 
hence we have the movement for new 
stockyards. 

There is very little doubt in our 
mind that there is going to be a big 
change in livestock marketing in 
Canada in the next few yearn. The 
present method whereby cattle are 
fattened in the feed lots in the winter 
or on grass in summer and rushed to 
market in spring and fall, glutting 
the markets in those months leaving 
nothing to provide a supply of finish 
ed animals for the rest of the time 
is a wasteful marketing plan. We arc 
beginning to learn, also, that shipp¬ 
ing beef and other livestock on the 
hoof is also wasteful. There are 
those who believe that, with Tie r.ew 
refrigeration processes which have 
advanced so rapidly the pist few 
years, it will be possible to feed cat-

A MILLION MATCHES 


The Forest Service of Canada have 
been preaching the doctrine of fire 
prevention to the tenderfoot and 
Che novice who have yet to learn 11 k 
necessity, and yet the annual toll of 
life and valuable timber takes place 
as inevitably as the collection of 
taxes. 

It Is estimated that ninety per 
cent of forest fires are due to noth 
ing more or less than the careless¬ 
ness of the summer camper. If reas 
onable care were excised by cveyone 
who enjoys a camping holiday nine 
out of every ten fires would never 
get a start at all, and there would 
be a saving to Canada of tens of 
thousands of valuable timber to say 
nothing of the great unnecessary 
human sacrifice. • 

Considered from an economic 
point of View it is ruinous to many 
trades when the timber is burned 
throughout whole districts. Sawmills 
cannot be built in such places, 
big game do not breed midst black 
ened stumps. The Lumber Industry 
means $350,000,000 a year to Canada 
pulp and paper industry represents 
$190,000,000. Trapping turns over 
$20,000,000 annually. while tourist 
trade is estimated at $20,000,000 a 
year and is increasing as time goes 
along. Here is a grand total of 
wealth to the Dominion representing 
the huge sum of $760,000,000 per 
annum, every cent of which depends 
directly on our forests and may be 
sraid to be at the mercy of the sum¬ 
mer < amper, for weal or woe. 

Parents should teach their children 
the sacred duties of Canadian citizen 
ship and see that no careless child 
with matches can run loose in the 
woods, for a m&tdh may destroy a 
million trees, while a tree will make 
a nlfllion matches. Do not start 
little bonfires for fun and thought 
lessly go off leaving embers still 
warm. Teach the camping groups 
that every big fire was once a 
bttle one, therefore kill the fire 
while young. Most boys and girls 
love the wild creatures of the wood 
land, therefoe appel to their sense 
of fair play and give the game a 
chance to feed and thrive and breed 
by preserving their home. Teach 
the family to love Nature and never 
kill wantonly or needlessly. Fire 
destroys the range for cattle and 
burns the food for birds and beasts. 
Fruit trees are ruined when fire 
runs through the country; In a 
word, be lovers of the woods and 
g^ve the saplings of today a chai ce 
to be the saw-logs of tomorrow.
